30% Boost in Parts Output Due 


Used Car Price Ceiling Foreseen by May 1 as Pressure Grows; 
Retailers Fight New Senate Surplus Goods Bill 


Retail business throughout the 
United States was astounded and 
infuriated last week when a Senate 
committee, from a closed session, 
unexpectedly reported favorably a 
surplus war property disposal bill exactly opposite to what 
business and conservative Democrats and Republicans 
have been urging. In a word, the bill, H.R. 2759, is 
designed to perpetuate the present slipshod method of 
having Treasury procurement and the various departments 
dump goods into speculator’s hands at junk prices without 
regard to results to the taxpayer, dealer or public. 


Final disposition powers would rest in the hands of the 
President, the directors of the Budget and Procurement. 
That is where-sales powers now lie under an Executive 
order, said to be of doubteful legal standing.

“This kind of sales mishandling is 
what has led to millions of dollars 
worth of goods already being sold 
for a song,” says an official state- 
ment of the National Automobile 
Dealers Assn. ‘“Perpetuation on such a program would 
mean that $75 billion or more of surplus goods would be 
dumped into the hands of favored speculators, who are 
on the restricted Procurement advertising mailing lists.

WASHINGTON. — Rubber Di-

fewer passenger-car tires this 
year than the 30,000,000 previ- 
ously planned. 





Material for the production of 30 percent 
more functional repair parts in the sec- 
ond quarter will be allotted this week, 
Automotive and Aviation Parts Manu- 
facturers, Inc., were told Wednesday 
by Clarence -Skinner, AAPM’s Washington representa- 
tive. The increase will permit manufacturers to build 
130 percent of their comparable 1941 and 1944 output, and 
was brought about by the efforts of ODT, Skinner said. 
He urged makers to make a special effort to push the 
output of repair parts for older vehicles, at the same price. 


C. C. Carlton, of Motor Wheel Corp., was elected 
president of the association for the tenth consecutive time. 
The association’s change in name from the Automotive 
Parts & Equipment Manufacturers, Inc., was ratified and 
Ray Collins, recently civilian chief of priorities, Detroit 
area, U. S. Army Air Forces, was announced as manager 
of the association’s new aviation division. It was reported 
that the association now has 396 members doing $3,000,- 
000,000 volume annually, compared with 320 members with 
$1,300,000,000 volume in prewar.

A used car price ceiling, effective May 1 
—that’s how it looked to AUTOMOTIVE 
NEws’ Washington correspondent last 
week. On every hand there is increas- 
ing evidence that the fateful day cannot 
be postponed much longer. In every quarter one senses 
that the end is near, that the Dealer-OPA honeymoon in 
the lovely garden of used cars, where the harsh hand of 
regulation has not yet reached, is about over. It seems 
certain now that the bright skies overhead are to be 
darkened by an ugly price ceiling. 


_ Truth of the matter is that OPA officials are weaken- 
ing under the pressure of groups demanding a ceiling and 
in the face of vicious criticism for not imposing one. 
Meanwhile, OPA officials dealing with the used car price 
ceiling matter remain friendly and sympathetic, but they 
are on a hot spot—a spot that has been getting hotter 
week by week. They can’t stand there much longer and, 
to get off, they must say either yes or no. It looks like 
“yes” to most Washington observers.

‘For Postwar

KENOSHA Nash division oO 
Nash-Kelvinator Corp. has _ just 
purchased a large tract of land oy 
which it will establish a moder 
proving ground for exhaustive tests 
of postwar developments in Nas 
automotive design and _ construc- 
tion, it was announced last week 
by H. J. Mellum, corporation secr¢ 
tary. 

Although plans for constructing 
the new proving grounds have be 
drawn in detail, actual work will 
not be undertaken until later whe 
military requirements for war ha 
been reduced and manpower and 
materials are available for postwa 
work. 

Mellum said that when completec 
the new proving ground will bh 
one of the most modern in the 
country, providing almost eve 
kind of driving condition topogre 
phically conceivable and will be 
equipped to test in all types o 
weather conditions, such as raim 
fog, sleet, ice or baking sunshine. 


Purchase of the land follows 4 
five-month survey of numerous 
tracts throughout Wisconsin i 
order to select a location reason\ 
ably near the company’s plant at 
Kenosha and having the variety o 
topography required. The _ tra 
finally selected is 26 miles from 
Kenosha in Walworth County ang 
approximately three miles south 
west of Burlington, Wis. 

R. A. DeVlieg, vice-president i 
charge of manufacturing, said that 
from an engineering viewpoint the 
site “is ideal for the most severd 
automotive testing purposes. In 
addition to a variety of soils, rang 
ing from lowland muds to coarsé 
glacial gravels, the tract contains 
numerous hills, hogbacks, wooded 
areas, level open stretches and 
continuously running stream.” 


DeVlieg noted that the land is o 
little value agriculturally and con- 
sequently the new grounds will 
take very little, if any, useful farm 
land out of production. 


Mellum said that the proving 
ground, which will require si 
months to develop, will include a 
one-mile concrete circular track 
a half-mile circular rough black- 
top track, a half-mile stretch of 
corduroy gravel; and several othe 
test stretches of Belgian rock road, 
deep loose sand, rutted mud and 
water submerged areas for critic 
ally testing axles, transmissions, 
suspensions and the structural dur- 
ability of other parts.

WPB Revision Urged 


To Aid Civilian Output 
WASHINGTON. — Donald M. 
Nelson, director of the War 
Production Board, was urged 
last week to reorganize WPB to 
give greater weight to civilian 
production requirements. 

Arthur D. Whiteside, retiring 
vice chairman for civilian re- 
quirements, recommended that 
Nelson name two vice chairmen 
of equal authority. One would 
be in over-all charge of civilian 
requirements and one chief of 
all war requirements. 

Working with Charles E. Wil- 
son, executive vice chairman, 
they would decide on allocation 
of available materials and labor, 
with vital war needs exercising 
top priorities.

DETROIT.—-A strike at 44 De- 
roit and Ohio war plants. by

As the week ended, MESA 
leaders recommended that a truce, 
declared earlier, be extended in- 
definitely. The strike was called 
against labor procedures of the 
government, the union asserting 
hat unions not affiilliated with the 
CIO or the AFL had no repre- 
sentation on the War Labor Board. 

The board, meanwhile, referred 
the case to President Roosevelt for 
possible punitive action, should the 
strike break out again. 

Earlier, Senator Ferguson, Mich- 
igan Republican, had urged the 
Justice Department to prosecute to 
the limit Matthew Smith, secre- 
tary of the MESA, for violating 
the no-strike policy of the War 


_-. Labor Disputes Act and openly de- 

























fying the WLB. 

Extension of the truce came 
after reports had been received 
that workers at four of the plants 
which had been called out on strike 
were planning a_ rank-and-file 
movement to resist any attempt 
to resume the walkout.

Under a new general policy de- 
signed to eliminate strikes laid to 
the “no contract, no work” theory, 
WLB called on employers and 
unions to extend expiring collec- 
tive-bargaining contracts  volun- 
tarily pending negotiation of new 


agreements or final settlement of 
any issues in dispute. 


Vice-Chairman George W. Taylor 
said that under the policy if the 


groups involved failed to reach an 
agreement voluntarily and present- 
ed the matter to the WLB, 
board would order contract exten- 
sions as a matter of public policy.

Scrap Order 
Seeks More 
Used Parts 


WASHINGTON.—The War Pro- 
duction Board took steps last week 
to accelerate the movement of 
automotive scrap to the steel mills 
and at the same time to increase 
the quantity of used automotive 
parts urgently required to maintain 
the nation’s automotive transpor- 
tation. 

In June, 1943, WPB prohibited 
the scrapping of serviceable used 
automotive parts. However, it has 
been found that many vehicles 
finding their way into auto wreck- 
ers’ yards have not always been 
promptly dismantled, with the re- 
sult that badly needed scrap metal 
and equally needed replacement 
parts were not made readily avail- 
able. 

The new order insures that vehi- 
cles will be dismantled within a 
reasonable time so that serviceable 
parts are made available for re- 
placements and scrap metal goes 
forward to the steel mills without 
delay. ; 

The order provides that when it 
is determined by WPB that motor 
vehicles acquired by an auto wreck- 
er are not being dismantled at a 
rate sufficient to meet the needs 
for scrap and serviceable parts, the 
board by written direction may 
order any auto wrecker not to 
purchase or accept delivery of ad- 
ditional motor vehicles until he has 
dismantled a specified number then 
in his yard. 

John H. Middlekamp, director of 
the automotive division, pointed 
out that there are now some 10 
million vehicles in this country 
which have been in use for eight 
years or more and that the auto 
wreckers are the principal source 
for replacement parts needed to 
keep this equipment in operation. 
He emphasized the importance of 
making these parts available to the 
public as soon as possible and at 
the same time getting scrap metal 
forwarded to the steel mills. 

The order clarifies a point which 
has aparently troubled scrap deal- 
ers. By adding the words “as 
scrap” to the order it is made clear 
that the prohibition against scrap- 
ping used parts does not apply 
when scrap dealers purchase parts 
“as scrap.” 

The original order also requires 
a purchaser of a used part to turn 
in a part of similar type and size. 
As such turn-ins are not always 
practicable, the amendment to con- 
servation Order M-311 issued does 
away with this requirement where 
the part for which the replacement 
is purchased has been consumed in 
use, lost or stolen, or when the part 
is ordered by telephone, telegram 

or mail and is shipped to the pur- 
chaser.

It also was recalled that during 
a manpower drive from March to 
May last year Chevrolet dealers 
added 10,000 to service staffs. 


With the present increases, the 
staffs now total 36,073.

Those drawn into the _ service 
shops include women, men dis- 
charged by the armed _ services, 
men more than 38 years old and 
former factory workers. 

Steadily mounting customer labor 
volume, indicating the increased 
demand for maintenance service on 
cars grown older in wartime opera- 
tion, emphasizes the need for in- 
creased service personnel. 

For example, customer labor 
volume of Chevrolet dealers in 1941 
averaged $5,942,136 a month. In 
1942, it rose to $6,777,091, in 1943 to 
$8,513,628 a month, and in January 
of this year reached a peak of 
$10,000,000. 


Timken Truck 
Axles Exempted 
By OPA Action 


WASHINGTON. Exemptions 
from price control of the sale and 
delivery of truck axles by Timken- 
Detroit Axle Co. to the War de- 
partment is announced by the 
Office of Price Administration. The 
exemption applies to axles required 
for the war department’s truck 
production program which are the 
subject of a contract recently 
negotiated between the War de- 
partment and Timken. 

The actual manufacture will be 
performed by subcontractors, with 
Timken providing engineering di- 
rection and knowledge and produc- 
tion supervision, enabling inexperi- 
enced subcontractors to produce 
the axles. Such an arranegment has 
been made necessary because of the 
absence of other facilities for sup- 
plying the vitally-needed parts. 


The Army contract calls for the 
determination of a firm price after 
a trial production period, which 
will enable both Timken and the 
War department to determine 
actual production costs. 

In exempting the contract from 
price control, OPA stated that, in 
view of the special circumstances 
of the case as presented by the 
War department in requesting 
OPA action, refusal to exempt the 
contract would have _ interfered 
with necessary war _ production. 
The War department has assured 
OPA that its contract with Timken 
has been drawn so as to avoid in- 
flationary results and that the War 
department has negotiated the 
most favorable basis for fixing the 
final price under the contract that 
it believes to be possible to obtain 
under all the circumstances.

Few goods now, it is a notorious fact, ever reach legitimate 
dealers. 

“An advisory committee, composed of representatives 
of government, labor, agriculture, industry and the public 
would be set up by the Senate measure. The fact that the 
surplus property disposal problem is one strictly of sales 
and distribution is utterly ignored by the bill. Selection 
of men trained, especially in handling the particular 
problem at hand, as proposed by the Patman bill, H.R. 3873, 
now in a House committee, is not even suggested in the 
Senate document. The committee pattern suggested, one 
member from each large political group, has been generally 
followed by the Administration, often with dire results.”

Reporting of the bill angered not 
only business interests, but also 
other Senate committees and indi- 
viduals who thought they had an 
; understanding with the heavily- 
dominated Administration committee (which reported the 
bill) that nothing would be done on the measure at present. 
The bill was reported out by the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in Executive Departments after an executive session. 
In order to get the measure on the calendar, the Senate 
committee took the title of H.R. 2795, a bill to provide for 
a study of the surplus property situation, and pushed 
by a a last July, and substituted virtually an entirely 
new text. 


Explanation was made after the bill was reported by 
Senator Lister Hill, Democrat, of Alabama, that an 
“emergency” existed and hence the rush. Members of 
the committee, Republicans and Democrats alike, it is 
understood, heard plenty from back home after the bill 
had been reported. Motor car dealers, plumbers, hardware 
lumber, dry goods, trailer, machine tool and other sellers 
generally are reported to have poured letters and telegrams 
into the Senators, urging that the bill be withdrawn and 
that the committee cooperate with other House and Senate 
committees that are giving serious consideration to the 
problem. Members of the committee responsible for 
reporting the unsatisfactory bill are Hill, Alabama, chair- 
man; Barkley, Ky.; McClellan, Ark.; Green, R. I.; Davis, 
Pa.; Aiken, Vt.; and Ferguson, Mich. Since the bill was 
reported out, Jackson, of Indiana, who succeeded the late 
Senator Van Nuys, has been added to the committee. He 
did not vote on the bill, but will participate in future com- 
mittee consideration of it.

Surplus Vehicles be resumed today (Monday) before the 

: _ House Banking and Currency com- 
mittee. There is no change in the surplus goods situa- 
tion, so far as the sale of new cars and used trucks by the 
Army and procurement are concerned. The Army con- 
tinues to sell a limited number of trucks declared to be 
of poor quality. Procurement, which has had some 7,000 
new cars and more than 10,000 used trucks certified to it 
for sale, now is offering these units to government 
departments. Procurement officials voice the opinion that 
none of the 7,000 new cars ever will reach the public. 

A new official, recently attached to Procurement, 
stressed a personal hope to an NADA representative that 
the trucks will be handled through dealers, but no official 
order to this effect has been issued. On the other hand, 
other officials at different times, it is reported, have told 
dealer and House committee representatives that the 
trucks would be sold only to individuals and that dealers 
would be by-passed. The House Small Business committee 
still is insisting that the dealers be given every considera- 
tion in truck sales. 

The widely accepted statement that the Army had 
assured congressional committees that it would not sell 
any units until Congress acted, is inaccurate, according 
to an authoritative spokesman.

Car Output Halted significant date, the Automotive Coun- 
cil for War Production revealed last 
week that more than $14,200,000,000 worth of war 
materials has been delivered to the armed forces in the 
two-year period. Since Feb. 10, 1942—the first time in 
over 40 years that automobile production lines had been 
halted completely—the automotive industry has boosted 
its annual rate of war goods output from $2,300,000,000 in 
1942 to a rate in excess of $10,500,000,000 today, the 
Automotive Council stated. 

Although far down the list at the start of the two-year 
period, aircraft production has zoomed upwards in’ the 
last few months to become the No. 1 item on the industry’s 
production program. Deliveries of fighters, bombers, 
engines and parts amounted to $5,030,000,000, nearly half 
of the total deliveries in the 24-month period.

WASHINGTON.—Preceded by a 
break-in, or tire-wear, run of 5,000: 
miles on the Indianapolis speedway, 
a two-car, 25,000-mile transconti- 
nental run in behalf of motor-car 
conservation was launched here last 
week by the American Automobile 
Assn. 

Started from the Zero Milestone 
here, the tour will seek to impress 
upon all concerned the urgency at. 
the moment of conservation of vehi- 
cles, tires, gasoline, parts and high- 
ways—something that, thus far, 
pleas, prayers and proclamations 
from official Washington have not 
been wholly successful in doing.

75 Million in GM 


Conversion Fund 


NEW YORK.—The directors of 
General Motors Corp. at last 
week’s meeting declared a dividend 
of 75 cents a share on the out- 
standing common stock, payable 
March 10, 1944, to stockholders of 
record Feb. 17, 1944. This com- 
pares with a dividend of 50 cents a 
share paid in the last quarter of 
1943. Dividends of $2 a share were 
paid in 1943 and 1942, compared 
with dividends of $3.75 in the last 
peace years of 1941 and 1940. 

Alfred P. Sloan jr., chairman, 
said that the increased payment 
did not reflect any important 
change in the basic trend of 
corporation earnings, but is solely 
a matter of financial policy. 

Over the past three years, re- 
serves to cover the cost of recon- 
version following the war have 
been accrued since such costs must 
be considered an essential charge 
against earnings during the war. 
Such reserves as of Dec. 31, 1943, 
reached an agregate of approxi- 
mately $75,000,000, equivalent to 
$1.70 a share.
